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CALEXICO— The Imperial County Youth Center 
stands in the middle of a yellowing field halfway 
between Heber and El Centro. From a distance 
the austere complex of buildings shimmers 
faintly, still enveloped in the heat of a blistering 
summer that lingers overlong. A late model Chevy 
wheels into. the parking lot..As it pulls to a stop, 
both doors open and two priests step from air 
conditioning into the late afternoon heat. They 
make their way toward the buildings. 


The priests are Father Barry Vinyard and Father. 
Bud Kaicher of Our Lady of Guadalupe parish in 
Calexico, 10 miles south and east of here. And 
despite its name, the Youth Center is not a YMCA 
facility; it is a detention center for juvenile 
offenders. It is also a part of these two priests’ 
lives. 


Father Kaicher is chaplain of the Youth Center, . 
a job he inherited last July from Father Vinyard, 
who has been working with young people at the

center for the last three years or so. But both 
downplay their roles at the facility, and underline | 
the work being done by the director of the 
residence program, Dennis Vanoni. 


The glass doors of the residence hall swing 
open with a swirl of cooler air. The priests walk 
past the reception island in the middle of the 
front room, their.way marked by looks of 
recognition from some of the boys who are in and 
about. 


Father Vinyard ducks into a small office in 
search of Vanoni while his younger associate 
mingles with some boys, asking questions, 
grinning, punching someone lightly on the arm. 
Soon Dennis Vanoni emerges and beckons them 
into a hall off th main room where he perches on 
the edge of a bare pool table and lights a 
cigarette. 


Vanoni is close to 40, but he looks younger. He 
was born and raised in the Imperial Valley, and 
after serving as a military policeman for six years, 
he was discharged as a Captain at 28. He spent 
11 years with the probation department before 
taking this job as the first director of the new 
residence program at the center. 


“| was a juvenile deliquent when | was growing 
up, no question about it,” he asserts, “so | 
understand these kids’ mentality. So many of the 
children growing up in the (Imperial) Valley tend 
to be culturally stunted. The Valley is the limit of 
their vision. Since they have a limited vision of the 
outside world, they tend to have a limited vision of 
themselves.” 


“We are up against some pretty hard statistics,” 
Father Vinyard remarks as he settles into an old 
couch beside the pool table. “The unemployment 
rate and hence the crime rate among teenage 
kids in the Valley is the highest in the country.” 
He purses his lips and makes a wry remark about 
the gangs in Heber. 


“Those gangs keep us in business here,” Vanoni 
replies ruefully. 


“The peer pressure is so intense to stay in the

Anderson are “all a way behind the 
times.”

aged events “to provide Lutherans and 
Catholics an opportunity to pray to- 
gether and become acquainted in 
1980, the 450th anniversary of the 
Augsburg Confession.” 


It was June 25, 1530 that the Imperial 
Diet was summoned to Augsburg, 
Germany, by Charles V, Emperor of the 
Holy Roman Empire. 


A group of princes, theologians and 
representatives of free cities later to 
be known as Lutherans, read before 
the Emperor and the Diet a document 
which became known as the Augsburg 
Confession. 


The document has been described 
as a “positive confession of the historic 
faith of the Church Catholic, even 
though the last seven articles address 
‘matters in dispute.’” 


Four and a half centuries later, 
spurred by the Second Vatican Coun- 
cil, Catholics and Lutherans — and 


-Catholics and other Christians — are 


“engaged in efforts toward reconcilia- 
tion so that the unity among Christians 
for which our Lord prayed might once 
more be displayed to all the world,” 
according to Msgr. John R. Portman, 
chairman of the diocesan ecumenical 
commission. 


Msgr. Portman also observed, “We 
must be mindful that the heart of 
ecumenism is ‘spiritual ecumenism’ 
and these two observances in our 
community will enable each of us to be 
open to the Spirit.”

Three weeks ago, Bishop Leo T. Maher issued a 
pastoral letter in which he addressed himself to the 
sin of racism. 


He specifically lamented the well-known racist 
stance of the Ku Klux Klan and that organization's 
“frightening and violent uprisings” in our country 
and our community. 


Since the promulgation of the bishop’s- pastoral 
letter, the Southern Cross has received numerous 
telephone calls and letters. Many supported the 
bishop’s stance; many denounced him for mixing 
religion into politics. . 

After reading and re-reading these letters, and 
spending uncounted hours on the telephone 
listening to many of my Catholic brothers and 
sisters, | believe the detracting comments about our 
bishop’s stance raise a very important question: Do 
bishops have the right to teach and inform their 
people about moral issues that arise in the political 
arena? Put another way, do bishops in America have 
freedom of speech and freedom of religion? 


Those who oppose the teachings of the Catholic 
Church, and those who are so engulfed in the ever- 
so-pervasive individualism of our society which 
denies our common responsibility for the common 
good, answer these questions bluntly. They contend 
that statements by bishops based on religious and 
moral values are divisive and violate separation of 
church and state. 


Pope John Paul II, a proven defender of freedom of 
speech and freedom of religion, teaches a different 
doctrine. He has repeatedly emphasized the duty 
and obligation of bishops to speak out on public 
issues that have a religious and moral dimension. 


Addressing the bishops in Puebla, Mexico, the 
Holy Father said, “(The Church) must preach, 
educate individuals and collectives, form public 
opinion and offer orientations to the leaders of 
people.”

Bishop’s pastoral letter reflects papal teaching 


In Salvador da Bahia, he said the Church’s 
“...service is above all a service of formation of 
conscience.” 


Many would deny this right.of the Church to 
engage in such conscience-raising activities. In the 
name of separation of church and state, they would 

_Ssuppress our bishops’ right to freedom of speech, 
freedom of religion, and the obligation to form 
conscience. They would force the Church back into 
the catacombs. 


In his pastoral letter, Bishop Maher expressed a 
simple truth when he said that the Ku Klux Klan 
“allows sinfulness to be anonymous” and that any 
who support the Klan “in some measure are 
accomplices in the sin of racism.” 


To accuse our bishop of mixing religion into 
politics goes to the very heart of the fundamental 
American right of freedom of speech. 


Such an accusation is a denial of that right. It isa 
denial of that right to say the Church can go only so 
far in speaking on moral questions, that it can 
oppose an evil but may not propose a remedy for it, if 
that remedy involves pointing out political 
candidates who support the evil. 


The Church has not only the right, but the 
responsibility, to call upon Catholics and others to 
use the ballot to bring about moral good. The Church 
has this responsibility; the bishop of San Diego has 
this responsibility. 

In exercising his First Amendment rights, Bishop 
Maher was simply following the traditional practice 
in American life. 


Any of us can recall countless times when 
clergymen have:stood at the pulpit and warned 
about the dangers of installing a papist in the White 
House, allowing alcoholic beverages to be sold, 
permitting licentiousness to prevail, the barbarism 


of the Viet Nam War, the nuclear weapons race, and . 


the evils of abortion. Many have also spoken out 
against racism and the Ku Klux Klan. 


It is a sad commentary on our day that 
individuals —even many “good Catholics” — refuse 
to discuss such clergy intervention in politics in the 
terms of freedom of speech and freedom of religion, 
and in terms of the merits of the issue. Their sole 
point of reference is in terms of their individual 
ideology. 


They hear a bishop when he speaks to his people. 
They applaud if a bishop echoes their ideology; they 
boo if his voice repeats Church teachings and 
clashes with their ideology. 

They hear. They applaud. They boo. When will they 
listen?

most serious problem with religious 
development is a sort of mid-life 
numbness of spirit, a closing- -off of 
religious questions which is actually 
the atheism of the religiously half- 
awake.”

is why somebody isn’t “giving” their 
adolescent faith. 


I’m not implying that all parents 
who are concerned about their teen’s 
faith have a faith problem themselves. 
They don’t. Good parents constantly 
examine the faith life of all their 
children. But they examine their own 
as well. I’m talking about the parents 
who invest their faith in job, consu- 
merism, and their teenager's faith 
behavior rather than in themselves. 


WARREN, | wish we could 
stop worrying so much about our 
collective adolescents’ faith behavior 
and look more closely at that mid- 
life numbness of spirit in the pew. 
He writes, “] would encourage parents 
to pay more attention to the quality 
of worship in their parishes. ...

' Many parishes have little visible evi- 


dence of adult faith, even at Mass. 
Worship is obligatory, something to 
get through in as short a time as 
possible. If a good share of the pews 
in our parishes are filled with the 
religiously half-awake, how can we 
expect our young to be attracted to 
us? 
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The speaker in an excellent 
seminar on intimate relationships 
which | attended recently, laid 
considerable emphasis on the need 


for a humble attitude. Her point was - 


valid enough, but, for me, rather 
distracting. 


In the first place, she has a 
charming, olde-world habit of 
dropping aspirates, which | found 
diverting; in the second place she 
seemed to look directly at me each 
time she referred to humility, which 
was disconcerting! It set me thinking 
about the real interpretation of 
humility and what has been. said 
about it by people of note in the past. 


BOTH ST. PETER and St. Paul 
referred to those who in their mutual 
relationships “clothe themselves with 
humility,” seek out the interests of 
others and take last place for 
themselves. St. Augustine called it 
“the sign ‘of Christ,” saying that 
wherever humility is, there also is 
charity.

Q: We want to start having 
Benediction again in our parish.

A: Exposition (Benediction) of the 


- Blessed Sacrament is to be a distinct

Official statements make these

At the end of 
the adoration a hymn is sung and a 
prayer chosen from among the many 
contained in the Roman Ritual is 
recited or sung.” It is not required that

humble person, primarily one in 
whom modesty is opposed to vanity. 


“With the coming of Jesus, the humble 


Messiah Zechariah announced, the 
meaning changes a little to describe 
one who has been made patient and 
kind through submission to God. He 
will lead men to the heights of humility 
through service of God in men and 
undergoing trial willing for the love of 
God and of mankind. 


Generally, we seem to think of the 
self-effacing, non-assertive, non- 
argumentative person as humble, but 
looking at Jesus and at St. Paul, who 
also, strange as it may seem, was a 
humble man, the image is a little 
different. Jesus was outspoken, even 
painfully blunt at times. So was Paul. 


SOMETIMES the things they said 
sounded boastful. Jesus was accused 


of blasphemy. They really don’tsound | 


very humble, unless we accept that 
humility does not mean timidity or 
weakness, but a confident giving over 
of oneself to another. 


Jesus was willingly submissive to 
the Father and gave Himself totally in 


“Tantum Ergo.” 


Q: Can | have non-Catholics as 
godparents for my child? They are 
better Christians than my Catholic 
friends! 


A: According to Canon 764 of the 
Code, only one sponsor, even of- 
different sex than that of the person ~— 


baptized, or at most two, one man and 
one woman, should be employed. To 
be avalid sponsor, the person must be 
baptized, not belong to any heretical 
or schismatic sect and — among other 
things —not be the father, mother, or 
spouse of the person to be baptized. 
To be a licit (lawful) sponsor the 
person must be at least 14 years old 
(i.e., the day after the 13th birthday), 
must know the rudiments of the faith 

In answer to the question: the 
sponsor must be-a baptized Catholic. 


Honorary non-Catholic godparents _ 


would be possible provided it is 
understood that they are just that: 
honorary. Such persons (i.e:, non- 
Catholics) may not even act as proxies 
for the absent sponsor (cf. Abbo- 
Hannan, |, n.765).

God 
hears the outcry of the oppressed and 
if anything, judges with partiality not the 
wealthy and the influential, but the 
poor. God always hears the wail of the 
orphan and the widow. 

When this prayer of the humble 
person rises, it pierces the heavens 
and reaches the very heart of God who 
will respond. Such words of encour- 
agement buoyed up the people of 
Israel just as they might lift the spirits 
today of lowly people in need. When 
we face. injustice, it helps to believe 
that at least God is fair. 


The gospel reading also portrays the 
prayer of the lowly. Jesus narrates the 
familiar story of the Pharisee and the 
Publican. Frequently in the gospels 
Jesus castigates the Pharisees for their 
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faith 


God plays no favorites 


love to humankind, but He did not 
become a less powerful personality 
because of that, nor less aware of His 
gifts. He knew where His gifts came 
from and gave credit where it was due. 
So did Paul and many, many other 
saintly followers of Christ. 


Humility is to have a “right” 
estimate of oneself, my favorite 
definition from an obscure 19th- 
century English cleric states, not to 
think. less nor more of oneself than 
one should. To put it simply, itis tosee 
ourselves always in relation to God. 


BEFORE GOD WE are nothing and 
we know it. We depend on Him for life 
and sustenance, for salvation and 
happiness. All that we have and are, 
is of and from Him. So, if we hold the 
recollection of that in our mind's eye, 
it becomes more difficult to behave 
arrogantly or oppressively towards our 
companions. ‘It becomes harder. to 
justify unloving and rejecting 
attitudes towards those in our more 
intimate circles.

There is such a thing as honest 
pride and honest self-respect, and

Pope commissions 100 new missionaries; 
observes annual World Missionary Day 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul Il commissioned 100 new mis- 
sionaries for 31 countries in Africa, 
Latin America, Asia and Oceania dur- 
ing his observance of World Mission- 
ary Day. 

The pope spent the day, Oct. 19, 
appealing for increased Church evan- 
gelization efforts. He made the appeals 
at a morning Mass in St. Peter's 
Basilica, in his noon Angelus talk, and 
during a visit to the Pontifical Urban 
University, Rome’s major training 
ground for priests from mission lands. 


“RECEIVE THE cross of Christ as a 
sign of salvation which you must 
announce to all men, inthe name of the 
Lord,” he told the missionaries as he 
_ presented a wooden crucifix to each of 

them before about 25,000 - pepe. in 
St. Peter's.

IN 1872 he was appointed provi- 
car apostolic and in 1877 vicar 
apostolic of Central Africa, includ- 
ing Sudan, Nubia and territories 
south of the great African lakes. 
Besides traveling widely and estab- 
lishing missions in the area, he 
sought to end the widespread 
slave trade and to improve meth- 
ods of evangelization.

Carter ignores nonpublic students, parents 


PHILADELPHIA ~(NC).— Cardinal 
John J. Krol of Philadelphia has ac- 
cused President Carter of disregarding 
the interests of children who attend 
nonpublic schools and of their parents. 


“| am astonished that the president 
of all Americans and of all children is 
apparently willing to write off students 
who attend nonpublic schools and 
their parents,” Cardinal Krol told more 
than 250 priests of the Philadelphia 
Archdiocese at St. Charles Seminary. 


THE CARDINAL SAID he is “dis- 
mayed, distressed and irritated” that 
Carter has not. honored his 1976 
pledge “to find constitutionally accept- 
able methods of providing aid to 
parents whose children attend paro- 
chial schools.” 


Sen. Daniel P. Moynihan (D-N.Y.) 


attributed the defeat in the Senate in. 


1978 of tuition tax credits that would 
benefit parents whose children attend 
nonpublic schools to “one overwhelm- 
ing and decisive factor — Jimmy 
Carter,” the cardinal said. 

Carter reminded the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers on Aug. 22 in 
Detroit that he had fought together 
with them against tuition tax credits, 
the cardinal noted. 

CARTER HAD opposed tuition tax 
credits, Cardinal Krol added, even 


though he had assured Catholic school - 


administrators, when he was running 
for office in 1976, that he “was firmly 
committed to seeing that children 
attend parochial schools.”

The synod: 


VATICAN CITY. (NC).—Soon after 
the 1980 Synod of Bishops started, a 
predictable major controversy — over 
artificial contraception—and @ 
surprise African lobby for major 
changes in Church marriage laws 
surfaced. 


There was a wide range of other 
issues as well, but these two bear 
special watching. How the synod and 
Pope John Paul II handle these issues 
could be one of the surest clues to 
what the Church will be like during the 
remainder of the pontificate of Pope 
John Paul I. 


AT ISSUE could be how the pope 
will treat collegiality, especially if the 
synod puts a different emphasis on 
matters than the pope has during his 
still young pontificate. He celebrated 
the second anniversary of his election 
to the See of Peter on Oct. 16. 


The African bishops, for example, 
have been pushing hard for 
decentralization of Church authority 
and more decision-making in the 
‘hands of local bishops and bishops’ 
conferences. This is an area in which 
the pope’s record so far is unclear, but 
he seems to tend toward strong 
central authority. 


The contraception issue is one of 
the clearest cases today of a clash 
between pastoral sensitivity and 
Church doctrine as the basis of sound 
pastoral practice. Hanging in the 
balance is the credibility of Church 
authority. 


FOR WESTERN Europe and North 
America, where the Church is firmly 
established culturally (or as one 
synod bishop put it, “old”), the major 
question before the synod opened 
was. what it might say about Catholic 
couples who use artificial means of 
contraception despite the Church’s 
moral opposition to them. 


Theme of the 1980 synod is: “The 
Role of the Christian Family in the 
World of Today.” 


Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
sharply focused on the issue during 
the first day the floor was opened for 
debate, Sept. 29. 

ARCHBISHOP Quinn urged a “new 
context” for the Church's teaching on 
contraception. 


He did not call for a change in the 
Catholic teaching that artificial 
contraception is intrinsically wrong. 
He said “this paper is based on an 
acceptance of the teaching’ 
expressed by Pope Paul VI in his 1968 
encyclical, “Humanae Vitae.” 


But the next morning press reports 
in the United States said Archbishop 
Quinn called for “a new Church 
doctrine.” Archbishop Quinn issued a 
formal statement—released in five 
languages by the Vatican Press Office 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope 
John Paul Il, present for most of 
the interventions during the early 
days of the world Synod of 
Bishops, has given no indication 
whether he agrees or disagrees 
with individual speakers, accord- 
ing to an observer. 


Msgr. John P. Foley, English- 
language press officer for the 
synod, said the pope takes notes 
occasionally and “laughs at the 
jokes” but does not show approval 
or disapproval for the interven- 
tions.

— denying the reports. His interven- 
tion became the first major 
controversy of the synod. 


Archbishop Quinn’s speech is a 
carefully-nuanced theological 
questioning. 

PEOPLE SUCH AS Vatican supreme 
court head Cardinal Poricle Felici, 
who said on the synod floor that 
“Humane Vitae” is a “closed 
document” that needs no further 
discussion, opposed the Archbishop's 
intervention. 


At the same time the intervention 
will not satisfy the large number of 
Catholics who, as Archbishop Quinn 
and several other synod members 
pointed out, simply disagree with the 
Church teaching on contraception. 


What the archbishop called for was 
a new dialogue on the issue and a 
concerted effort to place Church 
teaching on sexuality and responsible 
parenthood in a much more positive 
light so that the teaching of 
“Humanae Vitae’ would be more 
widely understood and accepted. 


IN THAT CALL he received 
scattered support from, other synod 
interventions, but not enough to make 
it clear whether a majority of the 
synod Fathers would support it. 

By contrast, one of the concerns 
that seemed sure to gain strong synod 
support was that raised by numerous 
African bishops on the sacrament of 
matrimony. 

From all parts of the continent they 
came to the synod with essentially the 


Archbishop Dermot J. Ryan of 
Dublin, who spoke in Latin on the 
need for a synod statement which 
is poetic. 

Asking that people talented in 
that area offer their skills to the 
synod, he said that “not all 
bishops are poets.”

VATICAN CITY (NC)—“The 
poor have asked me to tell you 
what they need and they told me,

same complaint, summarized by a 
bishop from Ghana: “The problem 
militating against Christian family life 
in Ghana is Christian marriage itself.” 


IN MANY AFRICAN tribal customs, 
they said, marriage is viewed as a 
series of steps over a long period of 
time, finally sealed as a lasting bond 
when the couple has a child. It deeply 
involves the entire families of the 
husband and wife and the whole tribal 
village. 


The African bishops’ complaint was 
that Church law and the marriage rite 
do not in their present form admit 
adaptation to the African cultural 
reality in a meaningful way. 


The argument focused, on the 
surface, on specific aspects of Church 
marriage law and some kind of 
recognition and admission to the 
sacraments for ocuples involved in 
tribal marriage stages. But there was 
an underlying theme with much 
broader implications: decentraliza- 
tion of law and decision-making inthe 
Church, so that the whole process of 
inculturation (adapting the Church to 


local cultures) can be pursued more 
vigorously and fully. 


THE CANADIAN bishops made this 
explicit in an 11-point written 
intervention submitted to the synod’s 
relator, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger of 
Munich and Freising, West Germany. 


“One overarching question is the 
greater discretion or autonomy of 
regional or national episcopal 
conferences in some matters 
touching marriage and family life... 
The synod should study how 
efficacious decentralization can be 
realized in these matters,” said the 
Canadians. 


After the opening series of 
interventions, it remained to be seen 
what the synod might say to the large 
number of Catholic families — mainly 
in the affluent, industrialized, urban 
world — who as Archbishop Quinn and 
several other bishops said, consider 
themselves practicing Catholics but 
are troubled by the Church's teaching 
on contraception or have rejected it.

gang,” Father Kaicher says. 


“Walk through this facility,” Vanoni 
invites. “You'll see the marks of gangs 
all around you—on kids’ arms, on 
their jackets—secret codes and 
insignias. Even when a kid goes 
through our program here successful- 


ly, it is so tough for him to stay out of’ 


his old gang once he’s back outside.” 


THE PROGRAM at the residence 
facility is a complex one based on a 
point system, with points awarded for 
work in the center’s school and in the 
dorms. Points are subtracted if 
someone is not measuring up. Boys in 
the program must achieve 89 percent 
of the total points possible in school 
and dorm each week to earn a star. 
The star goes on a chart; it takes 20 
stars to get out of the program. 


“We are dealing with a Pavlovian, 
Glaserian type of behavior modifica- 
tion,’’ Vanoni says. There are 
immediate rewards for good behavior 
and immediate discipline for poor 
behavior. Many of the kids don't 
understand the system, but they 
abide by it.” 

The residence program is broken 
down into long term, short term, and 
weekend programs, depending onthe 
severity of the offense. The boys inthe 
program are here for offenses ranging 
from petty theft and burglary to 
resisting arrest and-drunk driving to 
assault with a deadly weapon, grand 
theft auto, kidnapping, and attempted 
murder. 

Since the Imperiat Valley is 
predominantly Catholic, most of the 
boys here are from Catholic

backgrounds. Father Vinyard explains 
that he began his work here with them 
because it seemed such a waste of 
human resources to leave the boys 
without any contact from the Church. 


FATHER KAICHER agrees. “I’m still. 


feeling it out around here. | come 
Tuesday nights for a few hours. 
There's a lot of one-on-one counseling 
involved, and | held my first Mass here 
recently.” 


How do the boys react to a priest? 


“They respect the collar,” he says. 
“It’s rewarding to deal with these kids. 
They're all basically good people.” 


“All humans are basically good,” 
Vanoni echoes. “After being in this 
business for so long, I’m a firm 
believer in that. It’s my mission here to 
see that these kids are never involved 
in the legal system again.” 


THAT ATTITUDE seems to carry 
over into the work Vanoni is doing. The 
program is very successful: the return 
rate is relatively low. Both priests 
involved praise the work they see 
being done. 


“There are so many challenges here 
in the valley,” Father Vinyard says on 
the way back to the car. “There is so 
much good that can be done, and the 
area is simply fascinating.” 

Some of the challenges are being 
met each day by people like Father 
Vinyard, Father Kaicher, and Dennis 
Vanoni. The problem of the young 
people in the Imperial Valley will not 
be solved in the forseeable future. But 
the love and understanding for fellow 
human beings shown by these three 
men and others like them are the first 
step to their solution.
